\\ NAUTICAL ANTELLIGENGE. 

La Sejne.is one of the fineft veffels of her clafs ever 
built, although much fhattered by the ation. All: her 
mafts were fhot away, as alfo ber rudder. To the 
ftumps of the foriner jury mafts were faftened ; and the 
Englifh flag is fufpended over the Republican colours 
from a temporary efifign ftaff. The face of the figure 
head of La. Pique is nailed over the figure head (a wo- 
mang of tht prize, and makes a ftrange appeararice.— 
La Seine has 15 ports at a fide on her gun-deck. Her 
Captain, who behaved moft gallantly, folicited and ob- 
tained leave to go on fhore in France, and returned 
punctual to the time of his parole.. He is faid to have 
killed twenty of his men, and wounded feveral others, 
who would not ftand to their guns. La. Seine is re- 
ported to have treafure on board to a very confiderable 
amount. ‘Ihe aétion was fought fo clofe to the fhore, 
that feveral of the Frechmien p tab to the coaft, which 
was crowded with {pectators. 
The occafion of the very great carnage was owing 
principally to her having fo many troops in her, who 
had been fent home for difaffection to. government. 
Two other frigates are alfo on their paflage from the 
Mauritius, owing to the fame caufe, which may pro- 
bably hare the fate of La Seine; for, to thecredit of 
the Admiralty, in difpofing of our fleets, and to the vi- 
gilance and enthufiaftic bravery of our officers and fea- 
men, in executing their orders, it is evident that no fhip 
can go in or out of any French port in the Channel or 
Bay, without almoft a certainty of being captured. 

a Seine is a beautiful Jarge frigate, and was the 
Commodore’s fhip in the Eaft Indies, in the action, that 
was fought between a fquadron of French frigates and 
the Arrogant and Victorious men of war. P 
It is reported that La Seine frigate, had difpatches 
from Tippov Saib to the Directory on board, which 
the French Captain deftroyed, when he found there was 
no profpeét of faving the hip. 

Capt. Milne, of La Pique, was fecond lieutenant of 
the Blanche; when La Pique ftruck to her early in the 
year r7gy, in the Weft Indies. During the aétion all 
the Blanche’s boats were fhot away, but’as foon as the 
Frenchman hawled down his colours, Mr Milne plunged 
into the fea, followed by a Newfoundland dog {till with 
him, and boarded. the prize; into which, in recompence 
for his valour, he was pofted. La Pique was.a very 
old and crazy fhip, and her lofs is to be eftimated as 
little more than the value of her old iron. 

If the accounts of the prifoners captured in La Seine 
can be credited, the French have a very formidable 
force in the Eaft-Indies, fat greater than the public at 
large have ever conceived, or even the Government is 
aware of, = 

It is now faid that Commodore Blanket is to proceed 
with lis fquadron immediately to the Cape of Good 

ope, where he is to be reinforced. 
"The Tigre manof war, of 80 guns, to which Sir 
Sidney Smith was lately appointed at Portfmouth, is 
with two other thips of the line, of fimilar force, order- 
ed to reinforce Admiral Earl St Vincent’s fquadron. 
They are to efcort a large fleet of ftorethips, &c. for 
Gibraltar’ and Lifbon. 

The St Fiorenzo and Friton frigates.on Thurfday 
arrived at Plymouth from the coaft of France, Captain 
Gore of theTriton, about a fortnight fince, faw 16 fail 
of the line (two of which were three-deckers,) fifteen 
frigates and corvettes, ia Breft Road, with their fails 
bent, and apparently ready for fea.

Mr Curran fpoke to evidence for three houré— 
The Jury rttired for about 15. minutes, and then re- 
turned a verdict Guilly again{t both prifoners. —_, 

Upon hearing the verdict ‘the prifoners embraced 
each other and burft into tears, exhibiting a feene of 
affeftion and diltrefs which penetrated every perfon 
prefent. 

The Court then adjourned until three o’clock this 
day, when they met; and the prifoners Suzares’ were 
ordered to the dock. They refpectively claimed the 
attention of the Court before it proceeded to fentence. 
Mr H. Sueares requefted fome fhort refpite to 
fet le the affairs of a large family before he was con- 
figned to that fate which awaited him—this unexpected 
niode of termination to his exifteace not having permit- 
ted him to attend to the neceflary arrangement of his 
affairs, or the final accommodation of his family, obliged 
him to claim this laft favour from the humanity of the 
Court. 

Mr J. Sueares requefted merely an opportunity to 
eafe the intolerable burden of a mind labouring under 
unmerited calumny, in one point alone.—He did not 
mean either to impeach the laws which adjudged him, 
the jury which condemed him, or the Court which had 
tried him—a Coyrt from which he experienced repeat- 
ed aéts of indulgence-—but with his Jaft breath he would 
appeal to that God -frgm whom he expected mercy, 
and at whofe awful tribunal he was fo thortly deftined 
to appear, for the truth of his laft affertion—that no 
fentiment of abhorred iniquity: was ever more foreign 
from his mind, than that with which he was charged, 


as fhould be taken oppofed io them—if fabmiuting—or 
that he fhould have felt reluctance to extend mercy to 
the fubmilfion of any claf%, or,a fuppliant foe: He 
hoped that this declaration, at fo awful an hour, would 
make an indelible impreffion on the hearts of others, 
and turn them from any ferocious or fagguinary plans 
which they might have fatally adopted. With the 
profpect of the grave at his feet, and all the folemnities 
which can render the laft hour awful, he hoped the 
Court would too believe him—he hoped his. country- 
men would believe him—he koew his God would be- 
lieve him.—He had no other favour to afle for himfelf 
—but, turning to his brother, he in a moft pathetic 
manner entered into his family affairs, and made a 
fupplication for fome refpite. ‘There was fearce a dry 
eye in Court, and Lord Carleton, in his addrefs to them, 
quickened the fenfibility which théy had excited. He 
pronounced the painful fentence incident to high treafon, 
with all its terrible accompaniments. , 

The Court adjourned to Monday.

The two brothers Suearzs, were this day execut- 
ed at 3 o’clock. 
Wednefday night about 12 0’clock, a banditti attack- 
ed the houfe of Mr Caagres Wane, near Lufk, and 
enquiring for Mr James Lawxess, a member of Cap- 
tain Baxer’s corps of yeoman cavalry, demanded 
his arms, which he hefitating deliver, was informed 
from without, that if he delivered them without re- | 
fiftance, they would do him no iojury, but if he refifted, 
they would fet fire to the hagard, and put efery perfon 
in the houfe to death ; upon which Lawlefs hand- 
ed out his piltols, which they no fooner got than they in 
the moft inhuman manner, fhot him through the heart, 


went off. This banditti had been to the fame houfe 
the two nights before, and demanded money, ‘but it 
feems their object was to murder Mr Lawlefs, as they 
went off quietly, not finding him at home; but told 
his uncle they would come again, which promife fatally 
they were too. punctual in keeping. 
This morning, the Angus fencibles, with their camp 
equipage, arrived in town. ~ . 
All the roads leading from the city are infefted by 
large bodies of the rebels—every one of the mail coach- 
es, not attended by a {trong efcort of horfes and foot, 
has been feized and deftroyed by the rebels. 
It is faid that a very large body of rebels. have fuc- 
ceeded in effefting a decent from the Wicklow hills 
acrofs the county Kildare into Fingal, the northern 
part of the county’of Dublin. 
Four of the Reay fencibles, who had walked out 
from Kilcock to a village, were furrounded by a num- 
ber of people, who feemed to iffue from the potatoe- 
grounds.x—T'wo of them were inhumanly murdered, 
and the others with difficulty etaped. As foon as the 


account resened Kilcock; ¥6 of the Reay fencibles, and 
dragoons, fet off for the fpot. The rebels made no 
refidtance ; three of the ringleaders were immediately 
tried, convicted, and executed. The others were ta- 
ken prifoners.. Nothing can. exceed their wretched fi- 
tuation, Without food, raiment, or habitation, they ex- 
hibited the moft forlorn picture of human woe.  Dif- 
trefs had made many of them frantic; and two (out of 
the three who fuffered om the fpot) paffed into. eternity 
with dreadful imprecations on the heads of their leaders. 
The rebels are moftly collected withia the citcuit ‘of 
12 or 20'miles round Dublin, encamped on barren land. 
Their numbers are daily recruited from all parts of the 
country. Numbers of men fervants in Dublin have 
deferted their matters houfes, and are thought to have 
joined the rebels, and four foldiers have deferted from 
Lehanftown camp, and are fufpected of having joined 


to town prifoners fufpected of intending to defert.
